S.K.O. 222 — The following byc-laws for the regulation of the stabling or herding 
of animals and use of premises as cowshed in the Ranlkhet Cantonment, made by 
tho Cantonment Board, Ramkhet, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (n) 
of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), and In 
supersession of the bye laws published with tho notification of the Government 
of the United Provinces in the Municipal Department No 1543/XI-18C, dated the 
4th June 1932 are published lor general information, the same having been 
previously pabl.shed, and approved and confirmed by the Central Government as 
rcqui’’ed by sub-sccton (i) of seition 234 of the said Act, namely. — 

Bye laws for the regulation of the stahlmg or herding of antmals and use of pre- 
mises as cowshed tn the Ramkhet Cantonment 

1 In these bye laws unless the context otheiwise requires “Stable” shall mean 
any place where — 

fa) horses, pomes, or mules ore kept for hire, or 
(b) cows, buffaloes, oxen, goats or pigr aic kept 

2 Any person who keeps within the cantonment any hoise, pony, mule, cow, 
bullalue, ox, pig, goal or any othci cattle whether lor trade or for private use, shall 
Intimate to the Executive Officer tlje number and class of animals kept and the 
place where they are kept, within a fortnight from the date of the publication of 
these byc-laws, or from the date on which the animal came into his possession, 
whichever is later, an on 1st April of each year 

3 No room, shed, courtyard, or premises shall be used as a stable or cowshed 
unless it prOMdes at least 40 square feet of floor area per animal 
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4. The premises used as “stable” shall conflrm to the following conditions: 

(i) the premises should not be less than 12 feet in height measured from the 

floor to the wall plate; provided that existing stables which are less 
than 12 feet in height maj be used if they are adequately ventilated 
and have satisfactory arrangements for drainage; 

(ii) the floor of the premises should be paved with some impervious material 

and sloped away towards the drain-provided that the existing stables 
whose floor does not conform to the above condition may be used if 
they have satisfactory arrangements for drainage; 

■(iii) the premises should be so situated as to admit of their being properly 
drained directly into a drain or cesspool set apart for the purpose and 
constructed of some impervious material and in such a way that the 
contents are easily removable; 

'(iv) the premises should be provided with adequate ventilation; 

(v) there should be no opening from the premises likely to permit direct 

ventilation therefrom into any cooking place, or any place used for 
human habitation; 

(vi) the owner of the stable shall not permit any person to cook food in the 

‘stable’ or to use it for human habitation; 

(vii) the keeper of animals shall provide in some convenient place a recepta- 

cle or receptacles of such form and of such material as the Executive 
Officer may direct, for dung. Utter, etc.; 

(vlii) the keeper of animals shall not keep any Utter or dung in such a situa- 
tion or manner as to pollute any drinking water; 

(ix) the keeper of the animal shall cause the premises of the stable to be 

properly cleaned twice daily, once in the morning and once again in 
the evening; and to be washed down onco every week; 

(x) the keeper of the animal shall make suitable arrangements to the satis- 

faction of the Executive Officer, for the daily removal or disposal of 
Utter, dung, rubbish, etc. by incineration or otherwise; 

(xi) the keeper of the animals shall give every facility to the Executive Offi- 

cer, Or any other officer or servant authorised by the Board in this 
behalf to inspect the premises and animals kept thereon, at any 
reasonable time; 

(xii) on the occurrence of any outbreak of infectious disease among the cattle 

the kegier of the cattle shall Immediately inform the Executive Officer 
of the fact and shall segregate the animals alfectod pending his orders, 
and 

(xiil; the keeper of the animal shaU cause all milch cattle to be properly 
washed at least once a week. 

.'1 No prosecution under these bye-Uiws --hall be laiuiched unless duo notice in 
"writing IS given to the owner of the premises to remove the defects within a month 
of issue of the same, and subsequent inspection of the premises reveals that the 
defects liave nut been removed. If the notice has been complied with and defects 
removed, to the satisfaction of the Insioecting officer authori.''.ed mider condition 
(xi) of bye-law 4, no prosecution shall be launched; 

6. Any per, son who commits a breach of any of these bye-laws shall on convic- 
tion by a magistrate, be punishable with fine which may extend to Es. 100/- and, 
in the case of a continuing breach with an additional fine which may extencl to 
Rs. 20/- for every day during which such breach continues after conviction for the 
first such breach.
